TUB WHOLE OK HIS 



(Special to Thb CoLONiar.) 
Baltimoke, Md., Jan. 5.— Tho Gorman 
Lloyd's steaiiior Maine, Captain A. Jagor, 
from Bremen to Baltimore, via New 
York, collided with and sunk tho British 
steamship Montana, Capt. W. H. Wil- 
liams, of the Atlantic Transportation Lino, 
bound out f(n' London, this afternoon in 
the Putaphco river. 'Pho chief engineer, 
Y. M. Young, of the Montana, was killed. 
The Montana sailed from her pier at iioon. 
About two o'clock her journals becoming 
slightly heated, she ancliorod in the 
Craighill channel in tho Pataplico rivor, 
opposite Sparrow Point. A lieavy wind 
blowing at the time kept her head to the 
shore so that she lay across the cliannel. 
At half-past two, the steamer Maine, 
which had sailed from New York yester- 
day, bore down the channel on her way 
to Baltimore, and in endeavoring to pass 
the stern of tho Montanii she plunged inti 
tho freighter's starlioard quarter, cutting a 
hole half way throui,'!! hor large enough to 
drive a horse and wagon into. Tho crew 
of the MoDtana saved themselves by 
climbing on the deck of the Maine over 
her chains. Chief Eugineer Young, of 
tho Montana, was instantly killed by a 
falling boom, which crushed his skull. No- 
body else was injured. So far us known 
tho Maine is not damaged. When the 
Maine backed out of the hole, the Mon- 
tana began to sink, her stem and mid- 
ships goinc; under water. Her bow is 
above walier. There was not much 
excitement among the Maine's 231 pas- 
sengers. Tho Alaine is now anchored 
abont 1,000 feet from the wreck. Shu will 
, not come up to port until to-morrow. The 
IVIontana was valued at 1^300,000, and was 
fully insured in British and American 
companies. The value of tho cur^o can- 
not bo learned tn-night. It includes 214 
bead of cattle, 8,000 bags of flour, grain, 
logs and lumber, cotton, and canned 
goods. Many of the cattle were drowned, 
■rhose in tho stalls in the bow are stand- 
ing in the water, and a few of tlicni swam 
ashore. The sea is very heavy, and tugs 
cannot get alongside the Montana. This 
was Capt. Jager's 102nd voyage across the 
Atlantic, A month ago, on the comple- 
tion of his 100th voyage he was banquett- 
ed in this city, and in a speech he said he 
never had an accident.

Ottawa, Jan. 5. — The board of trade 
banquet at Toronto lost night was the 
finest affair of the kind ever given in Can- 
ada. Lord Stanley spoke of the vast re- 
sources of the Dominion and of its pro- 
gress. He referred to the good feeling; 
that should exist^between each province, 
and between ourselves and our neighbors, 
and hoped that tho good-fellowship will 
continue. 

Sir John condemned the idea of annex- 
ation and spoke of the resources of the 
Dominion. He urged Canadians ' to be 
Canadians. 

Mowat's speech looked to a continuance 
of British connection. He scouted the 
proposal for annexation. 

General Middleton said that while Can- 
ada desired peace with tho world, ony un- 
friendly nation will find her fully prepared 
to stand up for her rights. He never 
thought there would be war with the 
States, but Canada was training her sol- 
diers to defend her at home and to> fight 
for the empire. 

Replying to the toast, "tho commercial 
interests of Canada," Van Horne, presi- 
dent of the Canadian Pacific, said the 
commerce of Canada has now pi-actically ■■ 
no bounds. Canada should not- shrink 
from competition in any direction. 

Hon. Mr. Foster's speech covered the 
commercial progress of the Dominipn for 
the past twenty years. He- announced 
that the government was going to subsidize 
steamers between Canada and Hongkong, 
and Canada and Australian ports.

Seattle, VV. T., Jan. 6.— The trouble 
which has been brewing at the different 
mines, near Newcastle, between the mem- 
bers of the Miners' Union and theKniuhtis 
of Labor, culminated yesterday morning 
in a riot, resulting in the death of Win. 
Ruston, of Gilinan, and the serious injury 
of several others. The initial attack was 
made on an aged miner named Robert 
Lowry, who was badly beaten by the 
Knights of Labor. A boy nomed Gi-orge 
Dobson was assaulted by several men and 
seriously injured. Ho narrowly escaped 
being thrown from a high trestle by chi tell- 
ing the dress of his muther, who was try- 
ing to savo her boy. 

Tho tolegi'aph line was cut by the mob 
and a railroad trestle destroyed. Upon 
receipt of tho news by train. Sheriff 
Cochrane, with a poHsa of fifteen men, left 
on a' special train. Shortly after, L'um- 
panies A and D of tho Territorial Milit ia, 
wore sent by train. News recti veil this 
morning shows everything quiet, the 
militia having taken charge of the mines. 
More trouble is anticipated when the 
militia are withdrawn. The trouble is 
caused by the refusal of the Knights of 
Labor to allow men of the Miners' Union 
to work in the mines.

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A BURDENED INDDSTKY. 

The Order in Council granting the 
Government of British Columbia per- 
niissiou to import mining niuuhinory for 
the establishment of reduction works free 
of duty is good as fur as it goes, but it is 
only an instalment of what this province 
requires and expects. As we have before 
stated, it would bo doing but bare justice 
to British Columbiana to placa all mining 
machiniBry^'no ina^tsi- by whom imported, 
on the free list. Whea the Government 
does this it will be only carrying out its 
policy of protection to native industry. 
It is in fact the only way in which it can 
protect and foster the mining industry of 
this province. Placing a duty on minorals 
and metals would do those interested in 
the minitif,' industry no good whatever, 
British Columbia ia an exporter of metals 
and niineruls and not an importer of the 
products of the mine. The folly of sending 
coals to Newcastle has become proverbial. 
A duty on chining machiinery is nothing 
but a burden on the mining industry and 
a discouragement and a drawback to the 
miner. It ofl'ects no good purpose. It 
benefits no ono else, while it injures him. 
The Government does not need the money 
it takes from the miner, and if it did it 
could raise it in some more equitable 
way than by placing this very heavy 
burden on his shoulders. We are a little 
surprised th.-\t the Finance Minister does 
not see at a glance the reasonableness of 
British Columbia's reqiiirement in this 
matter. He must be convinced that the 
policy heretofore followed, ' ' instead of 
helping the mining industry of "this pro- 
vince, hampers it. He must admit that 
that industry has received and is receiv- 
ing from the Dominion Government a 
step-child's treatment, and that justice 
and the welfare of the province require 
that it be placed on an equality with other 
industries. The British Columbia miners 
do not ask the Government to tax those 
engaged in other industries for their bene- 
fit. They do not want "the tax-payers of 
the Dominion to pay a single ceiit tomrds 
fostering their industry. AH that thby 
reqiiiife' is to be permitted to carry oh' the 
difficult and uncertain business without 
the State making it more difficult and more 
uncertain. This is surely not a very great 
favor to grant. Let the Finance Minister 
carry out tlie principle of the National 
Policy with regard to their industry in 
good faith. They ask no more. It is to 
bo hoped that the representatives of the 
province in the Dominion Parliament, 
when they go to Ottawa next month, will 
' not lose sight of this matter. Their in- 
fluence could not be better or more bene- 
ficially exercised than in' endeaToring to 
relieve one of the prinoiiu|^' injdustries of 
the province of a heavy and' wholly un- 
nocos.sary burden. 



UNION IS STRENGTH. 

It is to be hoped that sectionalism will 
not bo permitted materially to injure this 
province. Its population is as yet small, 
and in order to make the most of its ad- 
vantages, the closest union and the most 
hearty co-uperation are nocessiiry. Noth- 
ing is bettor calculated to retard the pro- 
gress of the province than that its inhabi- 
tants should be divided into a number of 
unfriendly cliques, all pulling against 
each other. It should be always remem- 
bered that union ia strength, and that the 
whole coninuinity can do much more to 
advaiieu its interests in any given direc- 
tion tiian any single section of it. The 
request of the Boards of Trade of Van- 
couver and WeatmiiiHter that the British 
Columbia Board of Trade should change 
its natiie, hns led us into this train of 
thought. We think that if the gentle- 
men composing the boards of trade of 
those towns would calmly and dispassion- 
ately consider the matter, they must come 
to the conclusion that a Board of Tijade 
composed of the loading mercantile men 
and manufacturers of the whole provincu 
is in a position to do a great deal more 
good to every section of it than three lo- 
cal biiards representing small areas and 
few interests, The influence of any of the 
local boards abroad, at Ottawa, for in- 
stance, whore it is of the first importance 
that the representations of the mercantile 
community of the province should hfive 
weight, would be manifestly much jess 
than that of the provinoi>tl board. | It 
would be naturally concluded that the 
local board had sectional and, perhi^ps, 
personal interests to serve, whireaa the 
irepresentatioDs of this provmdial b9|krd 



would b« free from any luch suipiclou. 
What the British Columbia Bobrd uya in 
^s reply to the local boards ii well wor- 
thy the seriona attention of all who have 
the welfare of the whole province at 
heart. The second paragraph of their 
resolution is as follows: "That this 
Board has been established since 1878 un- 
der its present name and having in assum- 
ing the name of the British Columbia 
Board of Trade had in view the organiza- 
tion of a body which would embrace not 
only the local commercial interests of 
Yiotoria, but also all interests of 
a commercial oharaoter ' throughout 
the provinciD, arid ' having as its 
members residents of nearly every 
settled section of the province, and as the 
objects of the board are still unchanged 
as its membership is still us roprcsonta- 
tive commercially as when it was origin- 
ally established, it is not desirable to 
make any change in the name, etc." The 
board described above is j ust sucli a ono 
as British Columbia at its present stage of 
progress requires. It should be composed 
of men doing business in every settled 
part of the province, and its deliberations 
and decisions should have reference to the 
whole province rather than to any partio 
ular locality. British Columbia business 
men, if they are wise will stand firmly by 
the provincial organization. They must 
see, wherever they are situated, that it is 
better calculated to advance the general 
interest than any number of smaller and 
weaker organizations with more limited 
aims and less influence. The business 
men of British Columbia are not so num 
erous as yet that they, can afford to divide 
their forces. It will require their un- 
ited strength to obtain the improve 
ments which the trade of the province re 
quires. Lot them exert themselves as 
unitedly and as energetically as they may 
they will not find themselves too strong 
to accomplish the task that is be 
fore them. The development of the grow- 
ing trade of the province requires all the 
brains and all the energy which its* mer- 
chants as a whole possess. Soi far' from 
weakening the provincial organization 
they, if they are wise, will do their best to 
strengthen it and to make it more efficient. 
One good central Board of Trade iff cap- 
able of doing more to further the interests 
of every section of the province than 
twenty feeble organizations working sep- 
arately. 

MB. GLADSTONE. 

Mr. Gladstone entered his eightieth 
year on the 27th of lost month. He is 
still not only healthy but vigorous. He 
can, old as ho is, do an amount of work 
requiring both intellectual and physical 
exertion that most men one-half his age 
would consider quite sufficient. The pow 
ors of his mind are still unimpaired, and 
he is as strong and as buoyant in spirit as 
very much younger men. He continues 
to be the leader of the British Libera^ 
Party. As he keeps the leader's place he 
does the leader's work. Whenever the 
principles he advocates are to bo expound 
cd Mr. Gladstone is ready to address 
meetings anywhere in England or Scot 
land, and whenever the policy he has 
adopted is attacked by an opponent wor- 
thy of his notioo he springs forward, alert 
and prepared, to its defence. He asks no 
odds of the moat formidable of his oppon- 
ents. The Grand Old Man now, notwith- 
standing his weight of years, is . a ; match 
for the ablest . of them. His 'pen i has 
never been for any length of time idle. It 
seems to have been his amusement to dis- 
cuss subjects which, it might be expected, 
would have escaped the notice of a states- 
man immersed in affairs of great moment. 
It was only the other day that he wrote 
an elaborate review of a religious novel, 
and sharply and effectively replied to 
Robert Ingersoll'a attacks on Chriatianity, 
His versatility ia simply marvellous, and 
it is impossible for men with ordinary pow- 
ers oif mind to understand how j he , finds 
time to keep up his knowledge on such a 
vast variety of sulijects. He and Bis 
marck are the two great men of 
the age. But they difier very 
widely in powers of mind, in disposition, 
in tastes and in aims and ambitions. 
Gladstone ia a man to be loved as well as 
admired; Bianinrck is a man to be ad- 
mired and feared. Gladstone has been 
to a greater or less extent identified with 
every movement which for the last fifty 
years and more has had for its object the 
elevation of the people,;>morally, socially 
and politically. His heart has appeared 
to have grown larger and his sympathies 
become more extended as he has advanced 
in years. He has nob yet been too old to 
learn. His popularity is not confined to 
hia ov¥ii country. His reputation us the 
friend of man is as wide as the world. Wb 
see that in Italy a public reception waa 
given him. If he came to thia side of the 
Atlantic he would receive audi a aorioa of 
ovations as were never yet given in hon- 
or of any living statesman. Those who 
admire Mr. Gladstone are under no ne- 
cessity to make allowances for him. ■ He 
ia a good niah through and through. Pol- 
itically, he is as pure as purity itself, and 
socially the breath of slander has never 
sullied his fair fame. There liavo been 
but very fow great stateamon who did not 
recjuiro the uiuntlo of charity to be thrown 
over some part of their private life. If 
they had groat abilities they had weak- 
nesses that were almost eijually great, 
but Mr.:,61adatone's; life has proved that 
a man can 'be inifellebtuully great and pass 
through all the trials and temptations of 
public life, and at the same time bea^ a 
reputation that a saint might envy. Groat 
Britain, without regard to party or creed 
or condition, hiui good reason to be proud 
of William Ewart Gladstone.

KDITOMAL COMMENTS. 

A LAxa number of tha Shippiiuj World 
of London gives some very interesting in- 
formation as to the shipping and the trade 
of the world. It gives a list af ports 
which exceed a movement of five million 
tons in their foreign trade per annum. 
They are only ten in number. Most 
people wonder that they are so few. The 
United States has only one,oity in the list 
and the Dominion of Canada none at all. 
Great Britain, as might be expected, 
heads the list. It has four cities which 
exceed the five million limit, Germany 
has but one and Franco but one. The 
coasting trade for obvious reasons is not 
mentioned. Five of the these ports are 
excluded as being ports of call or coaling 
stations. The figures are taken for the 
year 1887 for British ports and for 1886- 
87 for the other porta, and include ships 
in ballast or with cargo and entries and 
clearances added together. The ports

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The winter in the* East has been un- 
commonly niild hiit unusually unpleasant.

But 
neither iii'Eastern Canada nor tho Mother 
Country has there been such a succession 
of glorious days as British Columbia has 
been favored with and which still contin- 
ue. Here we have had tho merest hint 
of winter. There has been just enough 
frost to niako u fire comfortable in the 
evcninga. The c|aya have been sunny ,and 
the nights dear aibd^ calm. There have 
been no cold winds to counteract the 
effects of the bright unclouded sun and 
there has been very little rain indeed. It 
is no exaggeration to say that the weather 
all through December and January, as far 
as it has gone, has beeh^siniply perfect. 
It is difficult to imagine a climate more 
pleasant and at the same time more in- 
vigorating than that of Victoria aince 
what in other provinces is called "the 
winter," has set in. There has been no 
winter hore.-

A BY-LAW 

TO REGULATE THE ELECTION OF THE 
MAYOR AND ALDERMEN OF THE 
CITY OP VIOTORIA, JFOR THE YEAR 



Whkukah it ia provided by law that tho 
nomination for Mayor and Aldonnon shall bo 
hold on the second Monday in January of oach 
year, from 12 m. to 2 p. ni,. and tho polling, if 
any, on the Thursday following from 10 a, m. to 
i p. m. ; and it is further provided, that tho 
Conncil shall, In tho month of Oocombor in each 
year, appoint a Returning Offlcer, and shall also 
name tho polling places and otherwiao arrange 
for tho holding of the coming election; and it is 
further provided, that tho polling, it any, nt 
such election ahali bo had .and takuri at audi 
place or placea aa the Council shall by By-Law 
appoint; therefore. 

Bo it enacted by the Council of tho Corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victoria as follows:— 

1. The nomination of Candldatoa for tho res- 
pectlvo oOicoa of Mayor ond Aldermen of tho 
City of Victoria, shall take place at tho City 
I lull in tho said City, on Monday the Vourtoonth 
day of January, 188y.

ANOTHER WOULD-BB SUIOmE. 

i'lilUp H;j.mmond Attempts, to .Hake an Bnd ot 
Iilfe by Ontting HlB Throat. 

A littio over a \vcek ago Victorians wore 
startled by the iiitelligenco that Thomas 
Thompson had conuuitted auicido. Yea- 
terday morning news of an exactly similar 
nature reached thoir ears, when it was 
announced that Philip Hammond, a pat- 
tern maker in the employ of the Albion 
Iron Works Co. , had made a desperate at- 
tempt to take hi.s own life in Ida room on 
Pandora street, llaminond, a littio over 
two years ago, waa united in marriage to 
a widow lady of this city. Their wedded 
life proved unhappy, however, and a se- 
paration folhiwed leas than a month after 
the celebration of tho marriage. Since 
that time ho has given way to prolonged 
fits of despondoney, brooding over his 
uiifortunato vonturo ujion tho sea of mat- 
rimony, and drinking heavily at times to 
Irown the thoughts of tho jiast wdiich 
ivei'e so far from |ilfta.saiit to him. .Since 
Cliristinaii day ho has been plunged into 
one of these melancholy moods, antl his 
dejection has frequently been marked 
by Mr. Benj. McForriu, from whom ho 
rented his room^ a front one, in the double 
house on Pandora St., two dooro from tho 
Methodist church. At about two o'clock 
yesterday morning Mr. and Mrs. McFer- 
rin, who occupy the room directly over 
llamiiiiind'a, weroawakened by the sound 
of some heavy body falling to tho Hour in 
tho room below. They listened and heard 
heavy, labored breathing and the noise of 
an apparent Htruggle. Mr. MoFerrin got 
np, and dressing hastily, lit a lamp and 
went down stairs. On opening the door 
of thoir unfortunate lodger's room, tho 
lirst object which attracted his altenticn 
was a pool of blood on the lloor near the 
foot of tlio bed. llaiiniiond was rolling 
and atrnggling on the floor, his aliirl and 
body crimson with the blood wdiich was 
spouting from a jagged wound in his 
tliroat. On the lloor not far from lIu; 
bed, was found an open luiiitiiig knife, 
sliaip as a razor, and stained 
with -blood, evidently the wi;a- 
pon used by the would-be-auieide. 
Help was immediately siiinnioiieil, severid 
men running over from the Prince of 
Wales saloon on the corner of Oovorn- 
meut and Pandora streets, and one of 
them reporting the matter to police oflicor 
Thomas. Dr. Milne was soon in atlond- 
ance, and dressed the wound, wdiich was 
found to be a stab rather than a cut; a 
very dangerous wound, and one likely to 
prove fatal unless the gro itest care was 
taken. Later in the day Hammond waa 
able to converse, and slated to ollicer 
Thomas that ho waa sorry only that his 
attempt to take his life had not boon suc- 
cessful. He was tired of living, and was 
perfectly sane and sober when ho com- 
iiiitted the deed. 

During the afternoon the unfortunate 
man, with all his effects, waa conveyed to 
the Royal Hospital, where everything 
that can be, is being done to save his life.
